To Talk Sheep Here 


Leaders To Plan A 
‘Talk-It-Over’ Series 
Of Farm Meetings 


A county-wide solicitation cam¬ 
paign to raise money to build a 
30x90-foot swiming pool on the 
West Liberty public playground 
was commenced Wednesday, and 
by noon Thursday a total of 
$1,800.00 had been contributed bv 
West Liberty business firms. 

$8,000 will be needed to build 
the pool in addition to donations 
of labor, materials and excava¬ 
tion, Dr. Alec Spencer, chairman 
of the drive, told the Kiwanis 
Club at its meeting Wednesday 
night. 

Several groups have worked in 
arousing interest in the project 
and in securing estimates of the 
cost, requirements to meet State 
Boar dof Health Regulations, etc. 

Kiwanis club members will so¬ 
licit funds from businesses in the 
county; the Woman’s Club will 
solicit personal contributions and 
the Scouts will take care of cash 
donations in receptacles placed in 
stores. Other organizations will 
aid in the drive as it progresses. 

Funds will be solicited from 
firms and individuals in the 
county since the poo! not only 


Richard Miller, Specialist in 
sheep production for the Agri¬ 
cultural Extension Service of the 
University of Kentucky, will meet 
with a group of Morgan coun- 
tians Friday afternoon at the 
county agent’s office. 

The group will discuss prob¬ 
lems and opportunities connected 
with sheep raising and whether 
or not it would be advisable for 
farmers of Morgan county to use 
sheep as a major livestock enter¬ 
prise. If the group deems it ad¬ 
visable, information and financial 
help will be made aavilable to 
farmers who are interested. A 
small group of sheep growers, 
farm leaders and business men 
have been invited but anyone 
will be welcome to the meeting. 

Mr. Miller is a nationally recog¬ 
nized authority on sheep produc¬ 
tion and marketing. He has 
traveled through all the sheep 
raising sections of this country 
and studied the sheep industry. 
He has written several circulars 
and bulletins and is a regular 
contributor to leading farm mag¬ 
azines of this area. He has been 
the leading figure in the sheep 
enterprise in Kentucky for many 
years. His appraisal of prospects 
for the sheep industry in Morgan 
county will be sound and reliable. 


West Liberty has been selected 
as the site for one of 19 regional 
meetings in Kentucky sponsored 
by the Kentucky Farm Bureau 
Federation to plan county meet¬ 
ings to discuss what farmers 
want for an agricultural program. 

The West Liberty meeting will 
be held in the Morgan county 
court house Friday, August 14. 
Other meetings scheduled in East 
Kentucky will be held at Can- 
nonsburg Aug. 10, Flemingsburg 
Aug. 11 and Winchester Aug. 13. 

The program of 19 regional 
meets was announced this week 
by R. H. Proctor, assistant exe¬ 
cutive secretary of the State 
Farm Bureau who recently was 
named head of the Kentucky Bu¬ 
reau’s policy development pro¬ 
gram. 

No issue will be decided at 
these regional meetings, Proctor 
said, but the informational facts 
will be presented so that county 
and community farm meetings 
conducted later by county reso- 
ultions committees, can be held 
and at which a decision can be 
arrived. 

County farm bureau leaders 
from eight counties will attend 
the meeting here—Elliott, Ma¬ 
goffin, Morgan, Johnson. Breath¬ 
itt, Lee, Wolfe and Menifee. 

Proctor said that the Kentucky 
Farm Bureau, along with 47 other 
state farm bureaus has evoked a 
policy development program that 
will reflect the thinking of the 

» n on the farm and be so docu- 
nted that the program these 
policies are based on will be un¬ 
challenged by those who have 
said in the past that Farm Bu¬ 
reau does not reflect farmer 
thinking. This comprehensive 
program will touch most rural 
communities in the 112 county 
Farm Bureaus in the state, Proc¬ 
tor said, beginning with a series 
o farea metings this month. 

The main purpose of the coun¬ 
ty and community meetings to be 
held later, he said, will be to 
ascertain the facts on both sides 
of national, state and local issues 
so that there can be no doubt as 
to what farmers want for an ag¬ 
ricultural program. The theme of 
this policy development program 
is, "Let’s talk it over and de¬ 
cide.” 

No issue will be decided at re¬ 
gional meetings. Proctor said, but 
informational facts will be 
Resented so that community and 
county meetings conducted by 
county resolutions committees can 
be held and at which a decision 
can be arrived.

President Eisenhower last week 
asked Congress to increase the 
nation’s debt limit by 15 million 
dollars—from 27$ to 290 billion 
dollars, but despite strong admin¬ 
istration pressure, the Senate Ap¬ 
propriations Committee killed the 
bill late Saturday night.

But the chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, Millikin, said said it was 
the view of a substantial major¬ 
ity of the committee that the 
Treasury could get by until the 
first of the year without a boost 
in the ceiling. 

He said the majority felt that 
the Treasury then could make its 
case in the new session in Janu¬ 
ary for a hike in debt ceiling. 

He conceded that the President 
could call back Congress for a 
special session before January to 
act on the ceiling or for any pur-

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and inspected the semi-bank barn 
ioft Louis Boyd, Extension Dairy 
Specialist, discussed these fea¬ 
tures with praise for the labor- 
saving advantages found and the 
excellent night pasture of 31 fes¬ 
cue and ladino adjoining the 
barn. 

Mr. Rose had several labor- 
saving ideas in use. The feed bin 
was overhead and the feed came 
by gravity down two spouts on 
posts between each of the two 
pairs , of cows. The adjoining 
feeding doors fastened at the 
same post for opening at one 
place. There was a minimum dis¬ 
tance from the cows through two 
doors to the cooler in the milk 
room. He uses an upright six- 
can cooler and the milk is not 
moved after it is poured into top 
of the cooler until the can is 
rolled out for loading on the 
truck. There is no lifting of the 
cans. 

The bam is arranged so that 
when a truck of feed or hay is 
backed up to the upper side of 
fhe barn the bed is level with the 
bam loft. 

The good night pasture pro¬ 
vides grazing for the cows in the 
cool night air and results in 
more milk at less cost. Mr. Rose 
stated that his last month’s sales 
of milk for 23 cows had returned 
S800 with a feed cost of S135.

First of all I think one 
of the finest things that ever entered into the 
curing of and doing something for worrying is 
a good conscience. Now I am not able to explain 
conscience altoether, no, but I do know this that 
nobody is ever going to be at ease within with 
a conscience that is always gouging them. Paul 
when he made the statement that he had a con¬ 
science void of offense towards God and man 
was just saying this simply, “I have whipped 
one of the things that causes more worry than 
anything I know and that is I have cleared my 
conscience so that it does not matter what hap¬ 
pens I am not going to be disturbed about it for 
I have my claim on time and on eternity.” 

The greatest and the most important element 
in dealing with our worries is our faith. Faith 
is a single thing of course. Faith means that you 
have to live by it somehow and a man or a 
woman or a young person who has faith in God 
and faith in his fellow man will not have much 
need of worrying anytime, anywhere because if 
all things work together for good to them that 
love God, and that is the promise, why am I 
going to worry whether the atom bomb is going 
to blast us to pieces next year or not. Too many 
of those who stand in our pulpits and speak from 
cur platforms are giving that kind of a message 
to our young people and it does nothing in the 
world except engender worry. Consequently if 
there is a power supreme over all of this in 
whose hands you are and in whom you believe 
then why do you worry about what may happen 
in the morning?

includes getting the cows up, 
feeding and cleaning- Mr. Rose 
milks grade Brown Swiss cows. 
He keeps a purebred Brown 
Swiss bull and raises most of his 
replacements. 

His barn remodelin, digging a t 
well, constructing the milk room 
and parlor and furnishing them 
cost $1,600 for material and 
equipment in April, 1952. The 
increased returns from selling 
grade-A milk already have paid 
the cost of the conversion to 
grade-A. ; 

After a look at the milk cows, 
the group inspected the machin¬ 
ery. Mr. Rose has two tractors, 
tractor and horse mowers, tractor 
plows, disks, cultipacker, side de¬ 
livery rake, hay baler, combine, 
hammer mill, post hole digger, 
sed drill, tobacco setter and cul¬ 
tivator. He rents a road ditcher 
and a bush and bog harrow. He 
does custom work with the hay- 
baler and combine. ( 

Mr. Rose’s farm contains 263 
acres. He has another farm of 
about 200 acres. He has carried 
85 beef and dairy cattle this 
year. 

The farmers saw a demonstra¬ 
tion of a new tractor hitch and 
of a power circle bush saw in , 
action. They then inspected corn 
that had been sprayed with 2 4-D. 
Of interest was a part of a field 
that had been sprayed in 1951 
and 1952. It contained relatively 
very few weeds, but there was a 
thick growth of grass. It was 
not deemed necessary to spray it 
with 2, 4-D this year. 

Pasture and Tobacco Work Seen 

Four acres of sudan grass that 
had been grazing 28 dairy cows 
for a week was of interest as an 
emergency pasture. 

There was also a lime spread¬ 
ing demonstration by Licking 
River Limestone Company and 
Howard Standafer who spread 
the lime from a truck. 

John Irvine gave a brief dis¬ 
cussion of tobacco bed prepara¬ 
tion as the group saw a bed that 
had been disked to kill the weeds 
in preparation for next year. The 
group then saw the 45 head of 
purebred and grade Herefords. 

A pretty picture was presented 
by the 2.3 acre surface area pond 
which Mr. Rose plans to use for 
stockwater, fish and irrigation. 
Berlyn Brown, Soil Conservation¬ 
ist, discussed the size and ca¬ 
pacity of the pond. 

An effective job of sed-bed 
preparation on hard ground was 
accomplished by Mr. Rose with a 
bush and bog harrow as the group 
watched. This machine proved a 
fast, efficient tool for preparing 
pasture seed beds in the fall. It 
is owned by Boyd H. Murphy 

and can be rented by any respon¬ 
sible farmer. It requires a heavy 
tractor to pull it, but it really 

does the job. 

The afternoon program was be¬ 
gun with a musical instrumental 
trio by three Ezel youngsters. The 
crowd enjoyed “America" and

Sometimes when t h e heart; 
gropes blindly to read its braille 
of memory, a little thing can 
bring back, so clearly, the half 
forgotten and well loved scenes 
of the past. A couple of years 
ago, I received a letter which 
read: 

Dear Mrs. Higbee: The ans¬ 
wer Man Radio Program is of 
an educational nature and on 
it, we attempt to answer ques¬ 
tions submitted by our listen¬ 
ers. Here is a question which 
was submitted to us. 

“Can you tell me what a 
sunmark is? I quote from a 
poem by Alma Robison Higbee, 
in November issue of Ladies 
Home Journal." 

Mrs. Higbee, would you be 
good enough to let me know 
the meaning of the word. Sun 
Mark? I trust you will pardon 
my intrusion on your time, but 
I shall appreciate an early re¬ 
ply. Signed, Bruce Chapman, 
The Answer Man. 

Answering the Answer Man 
took me back to a day long ago, 
to a little log house set in a val¬ 
ley between Kentucky hills. The 
log house was old. but the roof 
was new, the shingles recently 
rived out of stout oak cuts with 
a froe and wooden mallet. The 
floor was laid with freshly sawed 
two inch oak boards but the 
doorsill, which had not been re¬ 
placed, was worn smooth by the 
passing of many feet walking 
down the years. 

The big square log cabin had 
been built by my great grand¬ 
father, Gardner Hopkins Lewis 
when he married and brought his 
bride, Polly Amyx Lewis there to 
live. Across the little creek that 
chattered along between the green 
banks, stood the orchard that he 
had set out, the trees gnarled and 
old but still bearing fruit. The 
house had been empty for a long 
time, but father had repaired it 
and we moved in, after father j 
"heired” the land and house from i 
Grandfather Robison. 

It was a clear blue day, with 
the scent of the new-plowed gar- I 
den, so lately fenced, the frag-1 
ranee of wild plum blossoms and 
the cool, sweet smell of growing 
things. The sound of mother's 
footsteps as she went busily back 
and forth across the new oaken I 
floor was good to hear. Ham! 
meat was frying and there was 
corn pone baking in an iron skil¬ 
let on a bed of embers on the 
open hearth, for mother had not 
been abl” to have her “number 
7” stove set up. The table was 
set for the noon meal, on the red 
and white checked oilcloth. There 
was butter in the hobnail butter 
dish, honey from our own bees 
that worked in the hollow gum 
tree hives beside the rail fence 
back of the house. 

Mother went to the door and 
looked out, the sun gleaming on 
her soft brown hair. You could 
see by her face that she was glad 
to be in her own home, after liv¬ 
ing at grandfather's for the past 
ten years. She shaded her eyes 
with a liften hand and looked 
across the orchard. 


"Here comes your father,” she 
said, and went to take up the 
ham meat, swimming in red 
gravy. 

Father was driving the mare 
across the creek and I ran to 
meet him as I always did, when 
he came from the field. Hoisting 
me to his shoulder he carried me 
to the bam where he unharnessed 
Sally and turned her out to wal¬ 
low and to graze. When he reach¬ 
ed the door, he took his big silver 
watch from his pocket, glanced 
at it, then at the sun which was 
high overhead. 

“Twelve on the dot,” he said, 
an dtaking out his horn handled 
knife, he opened it and cut a 
long, deep mark on the door 
sill, just where the noonday 
sun fell. Looking up, he smiled 
at mother. 

“Now you can tell when twelve 
o'clock comes. Janie,” he said. 

Having no clock in the house, 
that sunmark was a thing of 
great importance. I got so I 
could guess the time pretty ac¬ 
curately almost any time on 
clear days, from the distance 
of the sun, to that mark, as it 
moved fan-wise across the sill. 

Only one who has owned a sun 
mark on a door sill can know 
know the wonder and the magic 
cf having one, for a sunmark 
does not swing on any slow pen¬ 
dulum of time. It goes on blue 
bird wings, skimming through 
the day. There is time for the 
dawn to come up quietly, without 
the clamor of clocks, without the 
hurry and haste of clock-wise 
living. Time for lilac-shadowed 
mornings, for high blue noons 
under the lacy umbrella of a 
black walnut, tree, lying flat on 
the grass watching sky patches 
that constantly shift and change 
to the wind-fingers through the 
boughs. Time for long, sweet af¬ 
ternoons in a meadow starred 
with daisies, time to drive the 
cows home, knee deep in purde 
clover, time to loiter at the milk¬ 
ing bars under the big old hick¬ 
ory tree. Time to watch the sun 
go down in the rose latticed west. 
Time to light the lamps against 
the coming dark. 

Later, I remember, mother 
traded a sow shoat for a clock to 
set on the mantel piece over the 
fireplace. It had a bright pendu¬ 
lum that rocked the hours away, 
and it struck the hours and half 
hours with a musical chiming. 

As I watched the minute hand 
pushing time before it, my child¬ 
ish mind refused to accept it and 
went back to the sunmark. In 
time the clock became important 
too, for behind it mother stuck 
recipes and household hints 
clipped from the magazines, and 
inside it. along with the brass 
key with which the clock was 
wound every eight days, there 
were six new pennies, kept to 
close the eyes of the dead. 

Today we live in an age of 
clocks, of fast transportation, of 
hurry and haste, but my heart 
still clings to the memory of 
hours counted by a sun mark cut
